“There seem to be real signs the 
depression is gradually lifting,” reads 


League of Nations committee on 
economic and financial questions, 

“In industrial countries," said the 
report, “production is increasing and 
unemployment is diminishing, while 
in the aggregate the exports of coun- 
tries whose economy is mainly devot- 
ed to agriculture and mining are grad- 
ually improved. os ‘ 

“At the same time visible stocks of 
the great majority of raw materials 
and foodstuffs about which informa- 
tion is available would appear to be 
declining.” 

But the report adds _ warningly, 
“The point has again been made with- 
in the League of Nations ,that there 
can be no lasting improvement of the 
economic situation unless the differ- 
ent countries are prepared to aban- 
doh the system of closed national 
economies which are tending today to 
become general, and which threaten 
to stifle international trade.”

Washington.—Action to limit high 
salaries of big business leaders in the 
| United States was. privately foreczst 
{in official circles after the federal

| trade commission announced it was

Noted Pilots To Race 13,000 amas 
For Big Money Prize 
Next year will witness the most | 
spectacular event In the history of, 
aeronautics, when world pilots will | 


{ 


} engage in a race across four contin: | 


ents for 13,000 miles from. England | 

to Australia for a big money prize. 
Organized in. connection with the 

Melbourne centenary celebrations, the 


race is expected to attract at least a 
score of noted pilots, who will endea~ 
vor to win the prize money of $75,000, 
put up by John MacRobertson, promi- 
nent Melbourne resident. 

The race is to take place on Oct. 
20, 1984, or thereabouts, and all en- 
tries must reach the centenary coun- 
ci] at Melbourne by June 1, 1934.The 
rules stipulate that- the airmen must 
reach Australia in 16 days or less to 
be-eligibte-for the prize fynd. 

Fifty thousand dollars and a gold 
cup worth $2,500 will be awarded to 
the winner of the championship race. 
Second and third prizes, valued at 
$6,500 and $2,500, will also be award- 
ed. There will also be a handicap 
race, for which two prizes of $10,000 
and $5,000 are offered. 

Each machine must carry food and 
water to maintain life for three days 
and some approved flotation gear for 
the crew.

Describes New Discovery 


Oil Is Almost Pure Vitamin “A” 
States Its Maker . 

A new, pale yellow oil, 9,200 times 
more potent than ordinary cod liver 
0:1, was described to the Ohio-Mich- 
igan section of the Chemical Society. 

The oil is almost pure vitamin “A,” 
said its maker, Prof, Harry N. 
Holmes, of Oberlin University. It 
represents America’s stake in an in- 
ternational scientific race to be first 
with isolation of vitamin ‘A,’ the dis- 
ease-resistance builder. 

At the university of Zurich, Dr. 
Karrer has produced a similar oil 
10,000 times as powerful as cod liver 
oil; while three Englishmen have 
reached Vitamin ‘A” concentrations 
in similar oils 6,500 times and 800 
times stronger than the fish oil. 

Prefssor Holmes gets his near-vita- 


min “A” from halibut liver oil.
